Case  Moves  Up.  The  eleva- 
tion of  Case  as  a  starter  is  a 
surprise  development.  As  re- 
cently as  a  week  ago,  he  was 
not  even  included  in  Borzok's 
12 -member  varsity  squad. 
"Case  has  moved  up  fast," 
Borzok  acknowledged.  "He  has 
good  moves,  he  passes  off  well 
and  has  a  lot  of  speed." 

The  victim  of  Case's  ascend- 
ency is  John  Barber,  one  of 
three  returning  lettermen. 
"Barber  is  fighting  hard,"  said 
Tony.    "He    realizes   now    that 


he  needs  something  more  than 
just  one  shot."  As  it  stands, 
Barber  will  head  a  beneh 
which  Borzok  wishes  were  a 
lot  stronger. 

Hill,  like  Case,  is  the  only 
starter  who  has  not  had  varsity 
experience.  At  5-9  he  is  easily 
the  smallest  player  on  the 
varsity  and,  at  the  present,  its 
biggest  question  mark. 

"Put  Hill  outside  on  a  play- 
ground lot  and  he'll  tear  the 
court  apart.  He  \  has  good 
moves  and  he's  fast.  But  put 
him  in  a  game  when  it  counts 
and  he  gets  tight.  If  this  boy 
learns  to  relax,  we  are  going 
to  get  a  lot  from  him,"  said 
Borzok.  "We'll  just  have  to 
wait  and   see   what   happens." 

Kowalski  played  for  PHS  as 
a  sophomore,  moved  away  in 
his  junor  year,  and  returned 
this  fall,  Borzok  said  he  still 
lacks  the  experience  he  would 
like  a  starting  center  to  have. 
A  Kowalski  shortcoming,  ac- 
cording to  Borzok — lack  of 
speed  to  cover  the  back  court. 

Schmidt  and  Madden  are  the 
nucleus  of  the  PHS  attack.
